FORMERLY,  this  section  pro- 
vided that  a student  would  be 
warned  instead  of  summoned  af- 
ter three  tickets.  Also,  after  Q 
two-years’  absence,  all  record  of 
traffic  violations  would  have  been 
cancelled.  This  is  no  longer  appli- 
cable. 

Alma  P.  King,  assistant  in  Per- 
sonnel Services,  explained  that 
the  violator  is  first  interviewed 
by  his  office  and  is  then  referred 
to  University  Standards,  if  nec- 
essary. 

University  Standards  is  a disci- 
plinary council  composed  of  fac- 
ulty members  chosen  by  the  dean 
of  students  and  one  student  from 
the  Honor  Council.  This  commit- 
tee has  authority  up  to  and  in- 
cluding expulsion.

Y Enrollment  Reaches 
All-Time  High  This  Year 


Needed:  One  more  student  at 
BYU.  Apply  immediately  and  give 
BYU  its  12,400th  student.  That’s 
the  word  from  Director  of  Admis- 
sions and  Records  William  O.  Sid- 
«oway,  who  says  that  enrollment 
is  presently  teetering  on  the  brink 
at  12,399  students. 

THIS  IS  AN  all-time  high  en- 
rollment of  regular  students  for 
the  University  and  rei»esents  an 
“unexpected”  boost  of  11  per  cent 
over  last  year. 

It  is  also  35  per  cent  higher 
enrollment  than  five  years  ago. 

Director  Siddoway  explained 
that  there  was  an  unusually  high 
number  of  former  students  re- 
turning— 18  per  cent  higher  than 
last  year.  He  related  this  to  the 
fact  that  the  Church  missionary 
force  began  an  accelerated  prog- 
ram in  1960  and  the  first  of  those 
called  up  in  this  program  are  now 
returning  to  campus. 

HE  SAID  his  department  antic- 
ipates another  high  returnee  per- 
centage two  years  from  now, 
since  this  will  be  two  years  from 


the  time  that  the  missionary  pro- 
gram reaches  its  12,000  goal. 

There  was  a 2i  per  cent  in- 
crease in  Spring  semester  stu- 
dents returning  this  fall  as  com- 
pared with  1961. 

Siddoway  also  showed  through 
percentages,  the  shifts  in  enroll- 
ment among  the  11  colleges  on 
campus.  In  1957,  8.2  per  cent  of 
the  studentbody  was  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Humanities  and  Social  Sci- 
ences. This  fall  humanities  and 
social  sciences  is  the  home  base 
for  15.1  per  cent  of  the  student- 
body.  This  gain  is  paralleled  by 
decreases  in  the  Colleges  of  Bus- 
iness, Education  and  Physical  and 
Engineering  Sciences. 

PART  OF  BYU’S  rapid  growth 
Siddoway  credited  to  transfer  stu- 
dents, of  which  there  are  nearly 
•900  each  from"  California  and 
Utah. 

“It  appears,’  ’he  said,  “that  more 
and  more  we  are  getting  qualified 
transfer  students  who  come  here 
because  there  is  something  spec- 
ial about  the  institution.”

Cougars’  Depth  Proves  Too  Much 
For  Grizzlies  as  Cats  Gain  Grid  Win 


Brigham  Young  University  ex- 
ploded early  in  the  first  half  to 
down  the  Montana  Grizzlies  27-0 
before  5,000  fans  at  Dornblaser 
Field  in  Missoula,  Montana. 

A brilliant  team  effort  headed 
by  Eldon  (The  Phantom)  Fortie 
and  Doran  Merkley  swept  the 
Cougars  past  the  Grizzlies  early 
in  the  first  quarter  and  proved  the 
power  of  the  Mitchellmen. 

Montana  threatened  only  once 
and  that  was  in  the  first  few  min- 
utes of  the  game.  That  threat  was 
halted  by  a pass  interception  by 
Cougar  end  Lynn  Mathie  on  the 
BYU  15  and  then  run  out  to  the 
32-yard  line.  This  was  all  “The 
Phantom”  needed  to  score.  On 
Fortie’s  first  handling  of  the  ball 
he  twisted  68  yards  for  the  fifst 
iscore  of  the  game. 

The  Gatos  second  score  came 
only  seven  plays  after  recover- 
ing a Montana  fumble  on  the  lat- 
ter’s 35-yard  line.  Doran  Merk- 
ley provided  the  scoring  punch  on 
a one-yard  plunge.  This  put  the 


Cougars  ahead  in  the  first  quar- 
ter by  12  points. 

Fortie  scored  the  third  touch- 
down on  a 12-yard  scamper  in  the 
third  period  and  then  used  the 
same  play  to  add  a two-point  con- 
version. This  boosted  his  season 
scoring  to  62  points. 

The  Y’s  final  score  came  in  the 
waning  minutes  of  the  game 
when  Merkley  again  smashed 
through  the  defense  on  a one- 
yard  plunge.  The  extra  point  was 
added  by  Baker,  thus  making  the 
final  score  27-0. 

The  Cougars  capitalized  on  the 
Grizzlies  miscues  and  bottled  up 


Terry  Dillon  (nation’s  fifth  lead- 
ing ground  gainqr)  to  halt  the 
Montana  offense.  Interceptions,  a 
specialty  of  BYU,  and  aggressive- 
ness on  fumbles  was  more  than 
the  opponents  had  reckoned  for.
